GERMAN CRUISER SUNK 
BY RUSSIANS IN BALTIC| 


3,000-Ton. Vessel Destroyed by 
Torpedo Boat—Only Twenty 
** “of Crew Are Saved.

PETROGRAD, Nov. 28, (Dispatch to 
The London Daily Chronicle.)—A .Ger- 
man cruiser of 3,000 tons has been sunk 
in the Baltic near Windau, -by Russian 
torpedo boats. ‘The cruiser was armed 
with four-inch and three and a half inch 
guns. The deadly fire of the Russians 
made the engagement a short one.- 

Only twenty out of a crew of two 
hundred were saved. 


The cruiser reported sunk off Windau 
is a little larger than the Gazelle, (2,645 
tons displacement, 10 4.1-inch guns, and 
14 1-pounders,) reported sunk in the 
Same place Feb. 1, and a little smaller 
than the Emden, (8,600 tons displace- 
ment, 10 4.1-inch guns and 8 5-pound- 
ers,) which was hammered to pieces by 
the Australian armored’ cruiser Sydney, 
off the Cocos Isles, Indian Ocean, Nov. 
9, 1914. 

No German cruiser corresponds ex- 
actly with the description given, but 
considering the locality the one reported 
sunk is more likely to belong to the 
Gazelle class than to the Emden’s.

Hostilities were opened with a savage 
attillery duel. From the point of ob- 
servation flashes, of flame and puffs of 
émoke could be seen, revealing the po- 
sitions of the guns on both sides of the 
Vardar River, which is joined by the 
Cerna a few miles north of Drenovo. 
Clouds of smoke from the bursting 
shells gave some idea of’the result of 
the fire which the Bulgarians concen- 
trated in an effort to dislodge the 
French from the Rajec gorge. Shrapnel 
was placed successfuly within the gorge 
several times. 

Soon the whir of machine guns and 
the pping of rifle fire betrayed the 
position of the Bulgarian infantry. On 
the hill behind the gorge moving figures 
could be seen outlined against the sky. 
They climbed with what seemed to be 
interminable slowness until, after a 
brief struggle with the bayonet, the Bul- 
see fled, disappearing over the 
crest. 

Meanwhile from the direction of Ka- 
vadar a train of ambulances sped toward 
the scéne of: the battle to collect French 
wounded. General -—— followed in an 
automobile to take direction of the ac- 
tion. on the ground. 

The Bulgarians are bringing up heavy 
forces from the neighborhoo: of Prilep. 
The French plan of campaign seems to 
have been to occupy as quickly as S- 
sible the maximum number of positions 
of natural strength and to take care of 
their communications as effectively as 
could be done with the forces available. 
When one position thus held is made 
the object of a serious attack the French 
withdraw, as the complete lack of ef- 


fective means of transportation renders 
the rapid shifting of troops from one 
position to another impracticable. . 

A striking feature of the campaign in 
Serbia is its utter unlikeness to that in 
France. Trenches are constructed for 
only temporary use in actual battle. The 
broken country facilitates the employ- 
ment of tactical skill, in which the 
French seem to be superior to the Bul- 
gevians. notwithstanding their lack of 
‘amiliarity with the country. 

Neither battlefields nor encampments 
resemble in the least those in France. 
The soldiers are camped in tents in the 
open plain, as the Bulgarians thus far 
have not employed aeroplanes. The 
camps are changed frequently to keep 
ace with the movements of the battle

AUSTRALIANS’ HEROISM

LONDON, Nov. 23.—Details of the per- 
fect discipline maintained by the Aus- 
tralian troops when the transport South- 
land was torpedoed some time ago have 
been forwarded by Captain C. E. W.- 
Bean, the official press representative 
with the Australians at the Dardanelles.

The artillery on both sides has been 
active at different points along the 

Tyrol-Trentino and Carnia fronts.

On the Isonzo front the struggle con-

His counterattacks 
were preceded and accom by a 
hurricane of fire from numerous bat- 
teries, but the most violent was on 
the heights northwest of Oslavia. 

Several times the enemy broke our 
line and penetrated positions con- 
quered by us, but always was thrown 
back after a desperate mélée. Our 
brave troops, especially those of the 
Fourth Division, did not yield an inch 
of their positions, which were covered 
with blood,-and several times they 
hurled themselves upon the enemy 
with the bayonet, inflicting heavy 
losses and taki eighty-nine prison- 
ers; several of whom were officers.

OWNERS MUCH DISTURBED 


‘Keenly Anxious Over Government’s 
Failure to Announce a Definite Pol- 
Icy—Licensing Scheme Considered. 


LONDON, Nov. 18, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Shipping circles 
are experiencing keen anxiety over the 
failure of the Government to agree .on 
a plan for better control of the British 
mercantile marine. “ Within the last 
three weeks. the Government has. an- 
nounced and subsequently. canceled 
plans for exercising some measure ,of 
State control over. shipping. The fourth 
plan, which was to “have been sued in 
the’ form of an Order in Council, has 
not yet appeared in full detail. é 

With the outbreak of the war the 
Government, ,through the Admiralty, 
began to requisition merchant ships, but 
in spite of the repeated réquests of ship 
owners :-for the formation of a com- 
mittee of their members to insure some 
system of uniformity in requisitioning 
ships, nothing of the.sort was done, 
with the result that the authorities soon 
were flooded with complaints that many 
companies had so many of their ships 
taken that their business was crippled, 
while rivals kept control of their normal 
tonnage.

' WASHINGTON, : Nov. 23.—The differ- 
ences that tied upirural credits legisla- 
tion in committee last year are gradual- 
ly being straighténed out, according to 
Senator Fietcher of Florida, in daily 
meetings now in. progress of the Joint 
Committee to which Congress commit- 
ted the subject. Although the Federal 
Reserye act, .was’ put . through. both 
houses. by majority: caucuses, the Presi- 
dent does not.believe--that--monetary 
legislation should ‘be -régarded as parti- 
san, and Republicans and Democrats 
are sharing in the préliminary work. 

The gréatest stumbling block to an 
agreement: last year was the question 
of Governmental ald in establishing ru- 
ral credit banks throughout the ‘coun- 
try. The National Rural Credits Com- 
mission, of ‘which ‘Mr. Fletcher is Chair- 
man, after studying the operation of 
systems in Italy, France, Austrta-Hun- 
sary; and Germany, opposed & plan that 
provided no financial assistance from 
the Government, merely. permitting 
farmers in ‘edch ‘State to’ orgarize land 
banks which would make long amorti- 
zation loans on farm lands. 

The more radical Hollis-Bulkley plan 
proposed that the Government should 
own the stock of the banks; that the 
banks should be associated with ‘the 
Federal Reserve system, and that the 
Government should stabilize the bonds 
sold by the banks by direct purehase. - 

It seems now that this feature will be 
compromised. The general plan pro- 
vides for the organ#ation of banks of 


' $500;000 capital stock, one in each State, 


according to the commission's bill, one 
in éach Federal Resérve district, ac- 
cording to the Hollis-Bulkley plan: , Mr.

The committee feeis that in Mr. Will- 
jams’s handling of this case there are 
enough circumstances to justify charges 
of incompetence and neglect of duty. 

The committee has decided to go no 
further at this time in the investigation 
of Commissioners Wood and Cram. _In- 
stead, when the McCall and the Will- 
iams cases are disposed of, it will turn 
its attention to the up- -State Public 
Service Commission.

Fall of One Stans Her and Also 
Disconnects Rubber Tube

ROB POKER PLAYERS 


Break Into Bronx Gambling 
House and Hold Up 25 Pa- 
trons at Pistol Point. 


VICTIMS DISGORGE $1,500 


Each Forced to Turn Over All His

| night how a gambling resort tempora- 
;Yrily established in an isolated section of 
their precinct had been entered by five 
masked bandits, who lined twenty-five 
poker players against a wall, covered 
them with revolvers, and robbed them 
of a total of $1,500. 

All of the robbers escaped, and their 
victims, being for the most part mar-

NEW BOXING BOARD. - 


Three Headquarters to be Main- 
tained Throughout the State. 


After a delay of nearly six months 
Governor Whitman yesterday appointed 
‘Frank Dwyer of Geneva, a Democrat, 
and John Franéy of Albany, a Repub- 
lican, as members of the reorganized 
State Athletic Commission. They suc- 
ceed James R, Price of New York and 
Major John J. Dixon of Brooklyn. The 
two members with Frederick A. Wenck, 
who recently succeeded Frank O'Neil as 
Chairman of the Commission,. constitute 
the full. board, Dwyer’s term will expire 
in January, 1918, and Franey’s in Janu- 
ary, 1917. Three headquarters will, be 
maintained in the . State. Chairman 
Wenck will look after the east, Com- 
missioner Franey will be at Albany, and 
Ccmmissioner Dwyer will look after the 
western end. 

Recent information received from Al- 
bany had led the followers of boxing to 
anticipate the change in the’ composi- 
tion of the commission. The new mem- 
bers will draw a yearly salary of $3,000 
each, whereas the old members served 
without pay. Former Chairman ()’Neil 
last week entered suit for salary from 
the date when the new boxing law be- 
came operative up to the time Governor 
Whitman appointed Wenck to succeed 
O'Neil. 

Chairman Wenck received word shortly 
after noon that Governor Whitman had 
completed his appointments to the com- 
mission, when he made the following 
statement: 

“Being personally acquainted with 
Messrs. Dwyer and Franey, I wish to 
say that I think the boxing fans will 
find the new commission -capable of 
keeping the boxing game on the same 
high plane demanded by Governor Whit- 
ran. I have Known Commissioner 
Dwyer particularly well, and can vouch 
for his knowledge of boxing. 

‘*The commission will meet in a few 
days and organize, which includes the 
selection of a Secretary. I believe that 
the best man available for that place 
will receive it. I might also state that 
Charles J. Harvey, present Boeretay: 
has proven an exceptionally well-quali- 
fied man for the position. “Mr. Franey, 
according to the present plans, will open 
an up-State office in Albany, and take 
care of that portion of the Stafe, while 
Mr. Dwyer will look after the western 


end. 

“Tt is understood that Governor Whit- 
man will leave the matter of:a Secre- 
tary to the commission, in accordance 
with} the law, and that he realizes the 
importance of retaining at least one ex- 
perienced man in the commission.”’ 

Chairman Wenck has repeatedly ex- 
pressed himself in terms of praise for 
the present incumbent, and if it is left 
to the commission it is likely that Secre- 
tary Harvey will be held over.

Our foreign trade is almost too 
good to last during the war, and is 
surely too good to last after the war, 
unless preparations are made to 
maintain it. Even when the com- 
mercial world outside the United 
States is in @ mad race to see which? 
country can spend most money today 
by mortgaging tomorrow such hal- 
ances as this year’s cannot. be .met 
without larger payments of gold than 
can be maintained, During the past 
twelvemonth the smellest monthly 
excess of exports: over imports has 
been $79,411,871. The largest wag the 
last, October's, $186,108,959, That 
month witnessed the floating of a 

credit of a half billion, and yet our 
foreign customers owed #0 much that 
they had to send us $76,731,059. in 
‘gold.. For the twelve months ended 
with October they bought goods in 
excess of payments in goods by $1,- 
626,886,623, and changed a taking of 
gold from us to a total of $167,193,218 
into a sending of gold te us to a total 
of . $326,528,779.. These staggering 
totals are not made by such a shrink- 
ing of one side of the account as 
sometimes makes surprising changes 
in trade currenta. Op the contrary, 
our imports of goods for the month 
and the twelvemonth are both un- 
precedented... What should.we heve/|' 
done without such an outlet for our 
goods? What shall we do with the 
inrush of gold, the basis of credit, at 
.@ time when we have such & volume 
of unused credit as no nation ever had 
before, and which it is not. whoele- 
some for us to have now unless we 
find a legitimate use for it? 

It is providentia] that we are living 
under the Federal Reserve system to 
@ considerable extent, and with uh- 
reversible provisions for living under 
it altogether. In the old days there 
would have been a flagitious specu+ 
lation in progress now, with collapse 
for a longer outlook. As it is, funds 
for stock operations are less easy to 
get. They are not favored by Fed« 
eral banks, and nationa) bankers live 
in wholesome recollection that they 
must prepare to accommodate them- 
selves to the Federal system. There- 
fore the outlook is for & more sus- 
tained movement in ventures of an- 
other sort, such ag is indicated by 
the announcement yesterday of a 
$50,000,000 corporation for the devel- 
opment of our foreign trade. The open- 
ing is inspiring in its promise. The 
index number of the Bankers’ Mage- 
zine for 387 securities dealt in on the 
London Exchange stood for October at 
£2,925,698,000, against £3,879,311,000 a 
year ago. Here is a depreciation of 

£458,613,000, or about $2,270,000,000, 
under conditions unique, and not preju- 
dicial to real values, The depreciation 
is greater, in fact, for it includes a rise 
of nearly $100,000,000 in American 
- gecurities, and the other prices are 
not such as could be had by the gell- 
ers at will. There is, in fact, no mar- 
ket in all the world for the mass of 
these securities except, this, and this 
market is in the best position to buy. 
he market for consols and rentes is 
not what it seems. The best market 
for British and French industrials 
and rails is in London and Paris. 
But outside these the great mass of 
world securities ig ‘on the bargain 
counter. This is the field open for 
the American International Company, 
or, in fact, for any buyer with ready 
cash, boldness, and, above * with 
knowledge. 

Clearly this is not an ES of a 
sort to which American capital has 
been. accustomed. There are severa} 
foreign traders on a scale of multiples 
of millions, but they are exporters 
chiefly, and only incidentally and to 
a.small degree importers. We ‘Bigg | ¢ 
have importers on a great scale, but 
they are not investors in foreign se- 
eurities with a view to making a mar- 
ket for exports of American goods. 
That is the way in which England 
built up a trade beside which even pond ind 

mt trade is small. That is the

CANADIANS IN- CENTRAL AMERICA 

The plans of the company promot- 
ing a new railway enterprise in 
Nicaragua are most alluring. The 
promoter’s work has been ably done. 
The company is composed exclusively 
of Canadian capitalists, and their 
spokesman is J, A, Awpmnson; The 
American, a newspaper of Bluefields, 
contains information relating to the 
scheme. and indicates that the con- 
tract may be awarded by the. Exec- 
utive, but it must be confirmed by 
the Chamber of Deputies and the 
Senate. There is reason to believe 
that the proposed line would be of 
great advantage, first, to the fruit 
growers in the district between the 
Bluff and La Cruz, where the railway 
would connect with the traffic of 
three rivers, and, later, ag the ex- 
tensions were made\ toward Matazal- 
pa’and Leon, to the cocoa, rice, corn, 
and cattle industries. The railway 
would shorten the time of travel from 
Bluefields to La Crus, now from 
thirty-six to forty hours, to four 
hours, Emphasis is laid on the state- 
mfient that the promoter asks no con- 
cession from the Government except 
the title to certain lands contiguous 
to. the line, which would be sold to 
settlers on-specia]l terms, 

The Bluefields American, which 
seems to be hopeful of the success 
of the project, expects the first sec- 
tiongof the railway to be finished in 
1916, and the second, extending traf- 
fic to Matagalpa, in 1917. Various 
branches are planned. In short, Ca- 
nadian capital is expected to open 
the fertile lands of Nicaragua and to 
give Canadians a hold upon that land 
of rich possibilities which the’ people 
of this country might have for the 
asking. 

This is sorry reading for.Americans 
who, have been looking forward to 
the acceptance by the United States 
Senate of a reasonable treaty which 
would provide for the expenditure of 
@ mederate sum of Government 
money for the establishment of our 
right ef way across Nicaragua, and 
would give us the privilege of help- 
ing that country to establish its 
credit. ‘With such a treaty in effect 
and Nicaragua protected alike from 
bankruptcy and revolution, American 
capital would soon he attracted 
thither. We cannot play the dog in 
the manger, and, while protesting 
against the. Bocadtaace of the prom- 
ising Fanadian scheme, fail to take 
the necessary steps ourselves to help 
Nicaragua to prosperity. The treaty 
with Nicaragua should be confirmed 
early in the session of Congress. It 
is said that the President will urge 
the Senate to act without delay in 
this matter, The facts we have set 
down prove the wisdom of that course. 
The trade of New Orleans would be 
increased if the Canadians succeed 
in earrying out their plan, but why 
should. we. not /be enabled to build up 
the trade of our ports by our own

“* frightfulness.”” If what seem to be 
official and authoritative explanations 
of the course of Greece are true as well 
as plausible, that country maintains an 
attitude on the whole more disquieting to 
the Entente Powers than to the Central 
Empires simply because the experiences 
of Belgium have shown how the Ger- 
mang punish interference with their 
plans, while nothing very dreadful need 
be expected as the penalty of offending 
France and England. 

As one British commentator puts it, 
the Greek King is not exactly pro-Ger- 
man, but “ he thinks it safer to be the 
enemy of gentlemen than of brigands,”’ 

In some senses, of course, that is so, 
but there is more than one kind of safe- 
ty,.and some of them cost so much in 
honor and self-respect as to be viewed 
with horror and fright by those for whom 
loss of property and even of life are not 
the greatest of conceivable misfortunes. 
Be that as it may, by whatever of ve- 
racity there is in this theory of the Greek 
hesitations to give the assurances de- 
manded by the Alves, and of the Greek 
refusal te stand by the treaty with Ser- 
bia, by Just so much is there accuracy in 
the assertion that the German method of 
conducting warfare has demonstrated 
its right to be called, if not right, at 
least efficient. 

And—well, Germany is not the only 
nation that recognizes ‘‘ military neces- 
sity’ as justifying almost anything. 
That, probably, is why we have heard 
the “‘atrocities’’ charged against the 
Germans denounced almost as often and 
almost as vehémently for their lack of 
military utility as for their wickedness 
and cruelty. At any rate, their alleged 
inutility has invariably been treated 
as aggravating the offense against 
morals. The argument of ‘stupidity 
against cold, deliberate ‘‘ frightfulness ’’ 
unquestionably is weakened to some de- 
gree if it is the thought of Belgium that 
has kept Greece from joining the Allies.

The final responsibility for eliminating 
part time through affording a richer 
school day thus rests clearly upon the 
Board of Bducation.

There is no reason why the worl 
study-play plan should not work better 
in New York than in Gary. New York ig 
far wealthier in socia] and community re- 
sources, and there is every reason to: be- 
leve that the teachers here are more ef- 
ficient on the whole than are those in 
Gary.

The public has yet to determine whether 
or not such permission to attend religious 
instruction is likely to bring inte the 
public schools the creed consciousness 
which this country has consistently en- 
deavored to keep out. If it should decide 
that such danger exists, the opportunity 
for outside religious education can easily 
be excised, ag it is not at all essential te 
what may be called the fundamental or 
secular features of the plan. 

The Board of Education would seem te 
have no more important duty, therefore, 
than to take such action as is necessary 
to secure the funds required te 
ize the part-time schools on this baaiy 
and to inaugurate a policy to provide 
promptly the equipment essential to 
make the work @ success.

Charles L. Craig of 66 Broadway, an 
attorney, asked the Surrogate Court 
yesterday to determine whether his 
services were worth $30,000 in handling 
the interests of Mrs, Alice M, Leng in 
the estate of her husband, Samuel Long, 
the motion-pictdre millionaire.’ Surro- 
gate Fowler advised that Craig and 
William M. Seabury, now attorney for 
the widow, reach an agreement without 


court ‘action. 

The papers filed recite that a will 
signed by Long while he was down with 
pneumonia in January, 1914, was not of- 
fered for probate, but instead that Mrs. | 
Long was appointed administratrix of 
her husband’s estate, just as though no 
will had been made by her husband.

Mr. Craig asserts that it was through 
his services and advice that the widow 
took the legal steps which put her in 
control.

The widow denies that his services 
were worth more than $500, and says 
that he at times jeopardized her inter- 
ests by being unduly antagonistic to her 
husband’s partner, Frank Marion 
who holds 60 per cent. of the stock of 
the Kalem Company, Inc., while her 
husband had only 40 per cent.

COTTON UNCHANGED. 
IN LISTLESS M pail 


Lack of Speculative. interest 
Keeps Prices Within a 
Range of 8 Points. 


LIGHT SELLING AT OPENING 


Small Daily Sales at Galveston and 
New Orleans—Exporters 
Are Bearish. 


Cotton yesterday moved within a range 
of eight points, owing partly to lack of 
speculative interest and partly to even- 
ing up before tomorrow’s. holiday. The 
undertone of the market was steady, 
notwithstanding liberal offerings soon 
after the opening. ,The-close was prac- 
tically ‘unchanged from ‘Monday. 

Just at present there is very little 
news to influence any decided market 
movement. The arguments in favor of 
advances or declines are based chiefly 
on the statistical showing of crop 
moyement .either from the farmers or 
exports. Local bears are.pointing to the 
_big. port and interior. stocks- compared 
with the small daily ‘sales, Galveston 
on Monday reported sales of only 258 
bales, although the stock there is 263,- 
1000. New Orleans sales were 1,005 bales 
and the stock is 312,000. At the same 
timie it is stated that more inquiry is 
developing at Galveston’ and quite a 
large number of steamers thers are 
loading for export. 

The weather has ceased to be a fac- 
tor, now that the killing frost. of, the 
last week destroyed all further ohnce 
of. top crop developments, 

The surprising feature is the firmness 
of Southern holders, and this is attract- 
ing attention even in Europe. One: Liv- 
erpoo! -firm, in a letter written Nov. 5, 
predicts ‘the possibility of increased use 
of East India cotton in view ®f the 
high prices asked by the South, but this 
is hardly probable. Lancashire mills 
are adjusted'to the spinning’ of Amer- 
ican cotton, and the chief market for 
the East Indian has always come from 
the Continent. 

The market will be closed tomorrow 
on account of. Thanksgiving, but Liver- 
pool will be open. 

Southern. spot markets, as officially 
reported,..were unchanged.. The local 
market for spot cotton was quiet, five 
points decline. Middling, 11.70. Futures 
closed steady.

Mr. Cate’s contentions that there shtast 
be a real housecleaning of the locomo- 
tive company are contained in a fifty- 
eight-page printed letter which was 
originally sent to the Directors of the 
company. Copies of: this letter - were 
sent out last night to all the stockhold-- 
ers. Mr. Cate would not make a state- 
ment last night, but authorized William 
D. Loucks, his personal attorney, to 
speak for him. Mr. Loucks said: 

“Mr. Cate feels that the conditions of 
the American Locomotive Company are 
such that he should renew his activities 
for the. béttermentand purification, of 
the company, and he is sending a letter 
to stockholders which was sent to. the 
Board of Directors on Oct. 1. This let- 
ter will probably be followed by other 
procedure in a short time.” 

What further acticn will be taken by 
Mr. Cate was not explained. It is un- 
derstood, however, that a plan which 
hg, 09 mapped out calls for an ulti- 
mate reorganization of the Directorate 
and the ousting of a number of officers. 

It was in February, 1912, that Mr. Cate 
first attacked the management of the 
company. His attacks were leveled par- 
ticularly against Waldo H. Marshall, 
President of the company, and against 
several officers of minor rank. Mr. 
Cate sought to get Mr. Marshall re- 
moved, but at. successive annual elet- 
tions a ‘powerful majority re-elected Mr, 
Marshall. The locomotive company’s 
board ordered an inquiry of Mr. Cate’s’ 
charges of mismanagement, waste, and 
misconduct, and the findings of the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry did not support Mr.

Toy Watches and Buttons Among 
the Things Considered. 


Palmyra fibre was held yesterday to 
be an unénumerated manufactured ar- 
ticle dutiable at 15 per cent. ad valorem, 
according to a decision by the Board 
of General Appraisers. The Collector 
took duty at 20.per cent. ad valérem 
as dressed, dyed or combed istle, justi- 
fying this return on the ground that the 
palmyra was “ similar’’ to istle. The 
board disagrged, and ordered: a reliqui- 
dation for ‘the benefie of the ‘importers, 
F. H. Cone and the Peter Woll & Sons 
Manufacturing Company. 

Many witnesses and’ many pages of 
testimony figured in the case of Mandel 
Bros. of Chicage, who protested the 
Collector’s assessment of 60° per cént. 
ad valorem on brass neckchains at- 
tached to which. were pendants imi- 
tating gold or enamél watches. The 
watches were so made that the hands 
revolved on turning the stem, although 
they had~ no value as timekeepers, 
since they were without watch move- 
ments. The chains were about thirty 
inches long. The Collector classified 
the goods as “ jewelry,’’ whereas the 
importers put witnesses -on the ata 
to try to convince the board that 
return should be as toys, with a tax of 
33 per cent. ad valorem. Judge Sulli- 
van, affirming tne Collector, said :that 
while the articles were used on dolls, 
they were large enough to adorn c 
dren. It was conceded that:the watches 
were generally known as toy watches, 
but the General Appraiser held that 
in this case they were parts of ‘the 
chains! and that th chain and watch 
for dutiable purposes: actually became 
jewelry.
